Frankfort, Ky., .lauuary .'. — Text 
changes in the child labor law are con- 
tained in a bill to be introJocFd into 
the iiicomin;; sosxioii of tlio Ia»;;iil:it iiro 
by Dr. .1. N. McCoiiiia. k of Hmvliii;; 
(Ireeu, who reprcHcnts tli;it city in tin- 
lower braafb of tke Ueneral Awembly. 

One of the proTiaiona to tha law is 
tLat no I'liiM under fourteen vonr-i of 
age shall bu permitted tu wurk in any 
factory, mill, or workshop, marcantile, 
ngeney, utore, oflicn, printin;; eitflblish' 
mont. bakery, laundry, theater, moving' 
pictiiru eatablislitMi'iit or other places 
in the distribution or transmission of 
inerekandisa or massages anleas a eer- 
tidcate has been secured from t^c coun- 
ty school supcriutendout {termittin^ 
vUh employment. 

When thia aaploymaat tarmlaatae 
the certificate most bo returned to tbe 
school superintendent and the child 
must re-enter school. Another provis- 
lea of tka law is tkat no ekild under 
sixteen years of aga sHmU bo [<e inittod 
to work in a daaea hall or unv piace 
vhere intozieatlag liqaors are euld. , 

The most drastic changes li. tbe 
Child Labor Law provided for under 
.his bill ia tliat in cities of the first, 
econd and third class no person under 
twenty-ona yaara of aga ahall ba em 
ployed or permitted to work as a maa* 
Sanger for any telegrnjib, telephone or 
meaaangar eompauy, in the dittributiou 
ot tiaaaadasioa of goods, or mmaangan 
bafora S e'eloek In tke morning and 
iftcr 9 o'clock nt night. 

No female under tweuty-obc ycai:i 
ot' age akall ba permitted or su'rcren 
work in any capacity in Kentucky where 
such work compels ker to remain to 
•itand constantly. 

Another ilragtio pruvision ia that n< 
boy under fourteen years of age- shall 
be employed or permitted to work in 
any city of the first, second or third 
class in conncctloufi wit It street occu- 
parious of peddling, boot-black dintri 
butioa or sale of aawapapara, magaaines, 
periodicals or circulars, nor in any other 
occupation pursued in any street, or 
public place. 

No boy between fourteen and sixteen 
years of age skall be employed or per 
mittcil to work in any city of the first, 
second ur third class in connection with 
the street occupation of peddlin<;, boot 
blacking, distribatioa or sala of maga- 
zinea, periodieab or eirenlars nor in any 

other occupation pursued in the street 
or public place except when ther carry 
aertltaataa granting aneb permission by 
tka eouaty aekool anperintendent if 
'soeh oeenpatloB ia during the school 
term. 

In ease such occupations terminates, 
tha certiieataa must be returned to the 
school snpariataadaat. The object of 
this provision is to compel boys aud 

girls tu go to school.

Loaf years passed. Little William had become a oongreaaional leader. 
Ha was akatmaa of the great interstate and foreign commerce committee, 
which deals with ralhroads and trusts, and which framed the Panama canal 
act The prtaelpal of tke big school which has grown up on the spot where 
tlia little old log sohoolhouse waa in the old days, Invited "Jedge" Adamson 
to spaak there. 

He accepted and t<dd the atory of hia flrat day In school, and Illustrated it 
with a fine demonstration of patting his head and rubbing hIa stomach. 

The fever caught the school again the very next day. Every acholar who 
heard the "Jedgo" tried the trick. It nearly broke up the classes for a month 
after. 

And now, huys "Jedge" Adamson, the principal of that school wouldn't 
have hiB famous alumnus oiaka another addraaa there tor any eoasMaratloa 
anleas he tlea hia hands.

Traces Peculiar Dialect of the Southern Negro 

REPRESBNTATIVR JAMES L. BYRNES of South Carolina comes from a 
state In which there 1h ;i vast negro po|)\ilatlon and their dlal. ct has been 
one of his particular studies. In Bomo sections there are wordu used among 

them that are almost unknown to tli»j whIUB and 
it would be InipoBBible for a northern visitor to 
comprehend a word of their speech. 

Tracing back the occurrence of uimllar words 
among the Jamaica negroes, he Iihh arrived at the 
conclusion that many of them did tiot come di- 
rectly here from Africa, but that tbelr ancestors 
were first imported to Jamaica and their deaoend- 
ante brought over to the coast of Carolina. 

He tells of some odd words of tbalr maattfactur- 
tag. In a ease in eonrt the daCsadaat, tried for 
assault was a busky nuta whosa largoa waa most 
dlffloult to uaderataad. Ha had triad to brala a 
companion with aa as. Whaa aakad aboat the 
matter he squared himself off and replied: 

"Well, Jedge, I seen him coming 'round the cor- 
ner so stropolouB. and as aoon as he got cataeopns 
to mo 1 J- Mt .swunt' at him wid do ax." Another culprit negro boy. condemned 
to be electrocuted, wmh aHked by the sheriff It he wished to say anything be- 
fore the cap was iiut down on his head. Tho ««lprit kxAstf Wildly aiooad for 
a moment, and then remarked: 

' TiBsar, I want tar tall yoa aU that tkaaa bara doiaga wlU aboly ba a les- 
son to me."

Op all the thousands of letters that arrive In the White House mail bags, the 
moat oauaual arrived several days ago from Wichita, Kan. It has no 
written address. The aender, however, sketched on thr raco of the cnveiniM. n 
good llkeaass of Prealdaat WUsdn, together 
with cerUin symbols Indies ting Ita destination. 
The clerks of the railway mall aarrloe had no 
difllculty in deciding where it was to go, aad 
Mat It to the WashlagtoB postoOoa. Whea It 
reached here It was sent to the White House. 
The president smiled when he saw it, but made 
no coii.ni' nt. Who Kent the letter Is a mystery. 
There wab noUiin« Inside, although tho en- 
velope was marked 'personal " Hi veral years 
ago, when Theodore U<>i)ti.'velt v,an president, 
a similar letter was r»ciiv<d at the Wliito 
House. l< had no written addresB. but merely 
a pair of large eye-glasses and u sot of proni- 

rt .^th, which had been made popular by 
cartoonists. Its detination was plain and 
It arrived at the White liouHe without delay. 
The directions In the letter to President Wllaon read, when the "picture writ- 
lag" W»S tranalated, "Woodrow Wilson, Care of Uncle Sam, United SUtes of 
America." The postal clerka, who are aeeuvtomed to reading handwriting 
whteh la far more diflleult to deeipber, oaught the meaning without trouble 
and were spared even the detail of referring to a eity dlreotory. Letters are 
oonsuntly received wbloh bear the namea of persons aad the anmbars of 
atreets, hut neglect to mention any city or town or even sUte. Such letters 
often reach the right persona.

BY USE OF A SILO 

Dairymen Should Take Advant- 
age of Every Opportunity to 
Reduoe ille Expemet. 

(Hy J. E. WORM AN ) 

if a dairy farmer wore told that 
be could roll silver doUara down a 
bill and then plok up two dollar* 
for every ono he rolled down, aad this 
statement waa varlflod by nooio of 
his nelghbora. aad hundreds of oth- 
er dairy farmers In the country, tbat 
farmer would stay up nights to roll 
the dollars. 

Hut when told that he could double 
lho profits by the uh« of the silo he 
becomes very Indltfereut and keeps 
on In tbe same old rut, feeding dry 
feed, wasting nearly half ot bla corn 
crop and dolat a let o( aaaoeooaary 
work. 

In tboao dayo o( olooo eompotlUca 
dairymoo ahould bo ready to take ad- 
vantage of every opportunity to re- 
duce the coat of production, and it 
will be found tbat it Is easier if tbe 
proper methods are used to do that 
than to raise the selling price of the 
dairy product. The retsulta are the

The silo comes as near to supplying 
the Ideal conditions as anything that 
con be found, and it is available every 
day in the year.

Then is the period whoa nuttem- 
ity tells on an animal moot It to the 
physical strain of giving birth to pigs 
and suckling them in added the stunt- 
ing effect, of too iiglit feeding the 
young HOW cannot poHHibly attain her 
liighcHt development.
